This $450,000,000 item, according to 
the best estimates, will continue to 1 
be a part of the budget for the next 
several years. 
It is said to be one- 
eighth of the total cost of government 
nowadays, and perhaps may be cut 
somewhat as the hospitalization ex­ 
pense diminishes, but in general it is 
claimed the expenditure will be in 
the neighborhood of $400,000,000. 
It is pointed out also that the Gov­ 
ernment m ust set aside fully $1,000,- 
000,000 during the next twenty years 
to meet payments on the insurance 
policies of those who died during the 
war. 
From a fiscal standpoint, only 
$350,000,000 in prem ium s was collect­ 
ed during the w ar to meet $1,300,000,- 
000 insurance. 
The payments, how­ 
ever, are graduated over twenty years, 
so that it will not strain the Govern­ 
m ent to pay it all at any one time, 
but the annual appropriation tor the 
V eterans’ Bureau will always carry it. 
Another big obligation which prom ­ 
ises to be continued for some time to 
come is the interest on the public 
debt, which now am ounts 
to 
about 
$800,000,000 a year. 
This, of course, 
may be reduced as some of tile loans 
are retired. The collection of our for­ 
eign Joans, it is evident, is a very un­ 
certain matter. 


TAX GASOLINE FOK ROARS 


At the next session of the Wiscon­ 
sin Legislature a bill is to be intro­ 
duced by which gasoline will provide 
funds for building roads in addition 
to running automobiles. 
The bill was 
proposed to T. J. Cunningham, sn 
pervisor of oil inspectors, by a com­ 
mittee of his deputies. 
This proposal, in the form of u 
bill for introduction in the Legisla­ 
ture, calls for a 1-cont tax on each 
of the 125,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
sold in the state annually. A revenue 
of $1,250,000 would result, which the 
bill provides is to go into the general 
fund for use in highway construction 
and maintenance.
